TO THE EDITOR OF THE “HONGKONG 
DAILY PRESS.” 
}. Sre,—On behal! of the legal profession I will 
ask you lo bo kind enough to montion tho grier- 
ons insalt-whioh bas jast boen offered to ono of 
its reprosontatives hore, . 

Rather more than two yoare ago E cama hera 
asan Eaglish legal practitioner, . I bolt my ai- 
plom frum the Middle Templo authorising mo 
to practice asa barrister, as woll as 6 French 
diploma-as-bacheliaren-deoitof—Paris,..I_havs- 
practiced for over twelve years at tha Chancery 
Bar in London. I have never bean disbarred or 
committed for contempt of any Court nor con: 
sured by any Court. Until I arrived here I 
hod never been treated with diseourtesy by any 
Jadgo or Magistrate. 

For a long time I was oxoluded from speaking" 
in the Consnlar Court here on the ground that 
“q3 I was the only English barrister in this 
place it would not be fair to the party against 
whom I .sppesred.”
